S. R. O. 240.— On tie peal of the Indian Territorial Force Act, 1920 (XLVIII 
of 1920) w. e. f. 10th Sep, 1948, all officers holding Junior Grade Commissions 
in the Indian Territorial Force will be deemed to have relinquished their Com- 
missions in that Force from that date.
